Picturesque beauty, the “ pond’’ is not to be 
exceeded by any shéet of water of its size in 
New England. Why it should be disgraced, 
then, by such an ear-offending appellation as 
it at present bears, is more than my reasoning 
powers can in any wise account for. 

I paid a visit to its banks, and bathed in its 
cool limpid waters, only about a fortnight 
ago, and it is the memory of the exquisite 
enjoyment which I experfenced ont that ocea- 
sion, Which has influenced me in taking up 
my pen in its service at the present time. It 
was shortly after sunrise, and the beams of 
the great luminary, falling in a rich golden 
haze 

On crag and tree, on cot and town, 

And many a towering epife *’- 
rendered the whole scene more like the reaii- 
zation of some poet's dream, than a mere lit- 
tle off-hand sketch by that wonderfully truth- 
ful artist, Madame Nature. It brought Scott's 
exquisite lines on Loch Katrine, at a similar

SEMI-CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION. 


We had the happiness Inst Tuesday aftert- 
noon (Oct. 17) of attending such services as 
we never had before, and in all probability 
never shall again, Itis very rare that any 
minister lives to see the fiftieth anniversary 
of his ordination or installation; it is rarer 
still that one remains connected with the 
same church such a length of time; and 
still rarer is it that one after so long a time 
retains his physical and mental vigor to such 
a degree as to enable himto compose a dis- 
course and deliver it. Fifty years’ ago last 
Tuesday, the Rev. Reuben Emerson was in- 
stalled pastor of the first church in Reading. 
At that time South Reading, Reading and 
North Reading were allone town. Ife had 
been in the ministry some four years before 
his settlement here. He is still vigorous, 
stands erect, and steps firmly, though eighty- 
three years old. Though suffering slightly 
from a cold, he spoke with a good degree of 
animation, and at times with considerable 
warmth and power. 

We learned from the discourse that the 
town of Reading was chartered in 1689. The 
first settlement was made by Puritans, princi- 
pally from Reading, England, in that part of 
the town which is now South Reading. The 
first church was gathered in 1644, at which 
time Rev. Ifenry Green was settled as its pas- 
tor. He was succeeded by Samuel Haugh, in 
May 1650. The next pastor was Mr. Brock, 
who was settled in 1668, and died 1688. The 
following year Rey. Jonathan Pierpoint was 
settled, and was succeeded in 1712 by Rey. 
Richard Brown. He died in 1732; and the 
next year Rey. Mr. Hobby was settled. He 
on one occasion went to hear Mr. Whitefield 
in order to pick a hole inhis sermon, but in- 
stead of that, as he confessed, Mr. W. picked 
a hole in his heart. Ever after that he was a 
different man and preached a different gospel. 
Ile died in 1765. lis successor, Mr. Prentice 
was settled 1769, and died 1808. All these 
pastors died in connection with the church. 

Oct.17, 1804, Rev, Ruben Emerson was in- 
stalled, and supplied the pulpit every Sab- 
bath, whether sick or well, at home or abroad 
1815. We 
can easily imagine that it must be somewhat

RAILROAD CROSSINGS, 
There are in the town of South Reading, at 
the present time, twelve or more Railroad 
crossings, or places. where the common high- 


| way is crossed by a Railroad—in a majority 


of cases by a double track. These crossings, 
with one exceptior, are on the same grade 
with the common road. At only two of these 
crossings is there a gate or flag. Over these 
crossings the merciless locomotive comes 
rushing from twenty to fifty times a day, 
averaging, during the active part of the day, 
a train once in about twenty minutes, Some 
of the trains rush madly on, hke fiery dem- 
ons, at the rate of half a mile a minute. 
Some of the crossings are over the most im- 
portant, and most frequently travelled high- 
ways of the town; and at some of them, the 
common read traveller is unable to see an ap- 
proaching train until he comes within a few 
| rods, and sometimes not until within a few 
| feet of the Railrond. The people are slow to 
| realize that the speed of the locomotive is 
ten, sometimes twenty times that of their own, 
| One valuable life has already been lost at one 
of these places, and others have had very 
narrow escepes. Should not gates or flags be 
| established at some or all of these crossings, 


without delay ? 

This question, I notice by the town warrant, 
is to be brought to the consideration of the 
town, at the town meeting to be held on the 
13th inst.

SPENT TAN. 


Mr. Eprror:—The importance of 
tan as a manure and an ameliorator of 
| clay soils, has not had so much atten- 
| —to illustrate the value of it, I will 
|give you the result of an 
| made with it by Mr. Plaisted, of Gardi- 

ner. He had a piece of heavy stiff clay 
| ground, which he had frequently plowed, 
| manured, and laid down to grags, which 
| would in one or two years be thrown 
out by the frosts, or killed out by the 
| drought, leaving the ground quite bare. 
Being a farmer, and having a large lot 
|of tan on hand, he commenced hauling 
|it upon the lot, which was covered to 
_the depth of from two to four inches ; 
| he then gave it a good dressing of ma- 
| nure, and turning the whole under, then 
| gave ita thorough harrowing and sowed 
| with grass seed. 
The next year he cut two tons of hay 
| to the acre, and for the last twelve years 
lit has averaged him that qnantity. 
| There is now no heaving out of the 
roots of the grass by the frosts, and 
with an occasional top dressing it may 
continue to produce as much for years 
|to come. I would suggest the liming 
lof the land at the same time, for the 
| purpose of neutralising the tannic acid. 
| The action of the tan is no doubt par- 
tially mechanical ; and a good substi-} 
tute for it may be had in the large quan- 
tities of saw dust now wasted in our 
| streams and rivers, without infringing 
| upon the quantity necessary to the sup- 
ply of editors and printers. 
If some of our farmers who have 
these materials in plenty at their doors, 
| would try the experiment of their use, 
and give the public the results, they 
might be the means of converting what 
is now considered a worthless material,

most lifclesss upon the sands at their feet, 
Strong arms, stout hearts and life boats were 
| as futile es gossamer in a whirlwind ; no soon- 
er were the boats launched, than they were! 
| capsized, and the heroic inmates threatened, 
themselves with destruction, Steam tug- 
boats, from the outer bay ernised in search of 
the vessel, and though they found her were 
unable to afford any relief whatever, owing to 
an entire want of life boats on board, and an! 
impossibility of approach within aiding dis- 
tance, without collision and destruction; so 
| from last accounts one by one of the sv fferers

Studies for Children in Schools. 


Whoever has looked into our Common 
Schools and inguired after the number of stud- 
ies generally pursued by pupils, has been most 
forcibly struck with the present much practi- 
ced but foolish customs. ‘Those studies that 
our fathers and mothers deemed most essen- 
tial, have been generally neglected, and in 
some instances totally discarded in this day of 
improvement, as useless and only foolish cus- 
toms of togy ancestors. The real elements of 
all good instruction, we believe, has in almost 
every town in our commonwealth, been over- 
looked from the vain deSire to bring forward 
something striking aid wonderful; parents 
are flattered by a little outside finish, and 
teachers are too apt to instruct in that that 
pays best. A man makes a poor figure in- 
deed, that is unable to spell well, although he 
may write an elegant hand. Yet this very 
useful part of education is little thought of or 
eared for in our Public Schools. In a certain 
town not a hundred miles from this, that we 
have in our mind's eye, so eager were the 
School Committee to be fully up with the 
times, they left out from among the list of 
text-books the spelling book, though in that 
list any quantity of any number of books, em- 
bracing such a wonderful variety, that the in- 
qusitive mind of Don Quixote would have 
been fully sated. And this state of things 
remained for several years, so that at least one 
half of a generation (in this fast age) was | 
most perfectly taught without that old fash- 
ioned spelling book.

Solidificed Milk. 

The last number of the Ameriten 
Medical Monthly contains an aceonnt of 
a visit made by a committee of medical 
gentlemen, appointed by the New York 
Academy of Medicine, to the ostablish- 
ment of Mr. Blatchford at Armenia, N. 
Y., (some 30 miles east of Pough- 
keepsie ) where ‘solidified milk'’ is 
prepared. if the opinions expressed 
in the article referred to, respecting the 
value of this new description of food, 
are well founded, the juvenile popula- 
tion, at least of New York, may in- 
dulge in hearty self-congratulations ; 
for ** swill milk ’’ has already commit- 
ted appaling ravages in their ranks. 
The editor descriles the process of sol- 
idification as follows: 

To 122 lbs. of milk, 28 lbs. of Stuart's 
white sugar, were added, and a trivial 
porportion of bicarbonate of soda, a 
teaspoonful, merely enough to ensure 
the neutralizing of any acidity, which 


in the summer season is exhibited ever 
a few minutes after milking, although 
intippreciable to the organs of taste. 


The sweet milk was poured into evapor- 
ating pans of enanielled iron, embed- 
ded in warm water heated by steam. 


A thermometer was immersed in each 


of these water baths, that, by frequont 
inspection, the temperature might not 
rise abo point which years of ex- 
perience have shown advisable. 

To facilitat the evaporation, br 
means of blowers and other ingenious 


pparatus, a current of air is establish- 


ed between the covers of the pans, and 
the solidifying milk. Connected with 
the steam engine is an arrangement‘for 
stirrers, for agitating the milk slightly 
while ev iporating, and so gently as*not 
to churn it. In about three hours tho 
milk ar rar assumed pasty con- 
sistency, delighted the palates of all 
present. constant manipulating and 
warming, it was reduced to a rich, 
ereamy-looking powder; then exposed 
to the air to cool, weighed into parcels 
f a poundeach, and by a press, with 
the force of a ton or two. made to as- 
sume the compact form of a tablet, (the 
size of a small brick) in which shape, 
covered with tin foil, it is presented to
